Notwithſtan- 
ding, I verely thinke, that the error of 
the firſt ſort is not to be borne withall, 
and beſides, that this ſecond kinde of 
them, is liuely to be repreſſed: For, 
neither of both ſortes, haue any foun- 
datiõ, either of reaſon, or yet of Iudge- 
ment. Howbeit, it is no eaſy matter to 
perſwade others thus, except, Mauger 
their beards (as we commonly ſay) I 
openly refute theſe babling Gallauntes, 
and fo diſcouer their leaſings, which 
can no way be perceiued but by their 
wrytings , Now, as I heare ſay, they 
heare and there let flye (1 know not in 
what ſhort ſceduls and pamfletts) their 
leaſings and dolteries , vnto which I . 
could neuer as yet once come to the 
fight of the. Onely I haue receiued frõ 
a fried of mane certen aduertiſements, 
which he by aduenture met withall, 
and ſet them downein wryting as they 
came to his hands, or as he could here 
and there getthem . And although one 
of my excuſes, is as it were halfe taken 
from me by reaſon of theſe aduertiſe- 


mentes, 
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mentes, yet, remaineth the other halfe 
ſtill to my ſelfe. But, forſomuch as they 
dra we vnto their error great ſtore of 
people by reaſon of their troubleſome 
ſpeaches , and mighty prattle, where- 
with tliey ſo greatly deale, as if they 
had cauſed printed bookes to haue 
bene ſpread all the world ouer, I know 
not how l can be guiltles of treaſon a- 
gaynſt the trueth of God, if in ſo great 
a neceſſitie I holde my peace, and diſ- 
ſemble the matter. And truely, becauſe 
I hope my trauell wil be very profitable 
euen to the moſt ſimple and ignoraunt, 
who may ſet themſc lues occupied a- 
bout this matter and Argument, I wall 
not be a feard to tender vnto all honeſt 
and godly men a reaſon of my fayth: 
And yet it may be, that it is not ſo well 
furniſhed with all kindes of defence, 
able at full to geue the attempt, to the 
enemy: neither yet ſo ſtrongly bulwar- 
ked, as to keepe them from approching 
thereto , neuertheles I hope, not alto- 
gether vnarmed and defenceles . How- 
beit, if the importunitie of theſe 
dreame ſowers , would hauegeuen me

ſome more leaſure, I would with all 
my ne hart, haue entred into this com- 
bate, which can no way bring with it, 
ſo great gayne, as payne: conſidering 
eſpecially, becauſe thinke that the ex- 
hortation of the Apoſtle , might if it 
were at any tyme needefull, be ſuffici- 
ent in this behalfe , to watt , that we 
ſhould be of diſcreete Indgement. And 
although theſe men will not fuffer vs 
to vic Ng diſcretion which we gladly 
deſier, yet will haue as great regard 
as l can, modeſtly to diſpute of the mat- 
ter. Neuertheleſſe, I AY (if it had 
fo pleaſed the Lord our God) that ſome 
other meane might haue bene found, 
for the ſoddayne cutting of, of this mit. 
chiefe which too too much encreaſeth . 
leaſt it eate in farther and farther, lyke 
a Cancker. Although this be not the 
firſt tyme onely of the beginning there- 
of , For we reade, that the Arabians, 
were the firſt Aucthors of this error: 
who ſayd: that the ſoule dyed together 
with the body, and that they mould 
both of them riſe agayne at = ludge- 
ment day .. And within a while after, 
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Tohn , Byſhop of Rome defended the 


ſame, which the Sorboniſtes of Paris 
made him recant . Now , when this er- 
ror had long tyme after that, bene re- 
e the Anabaptiſtes beganne late- 

y to reuiue the ſame, and blow abroad 
certein ſparkes thereof: which, ſpark- Þ 
ling farre and wide, in the end, fell out 
into hoat fiery flames: which, Ibeſeech 
the Lord God to quench, euen at the 
firſt day with this gladſome raine which 
he eſpecially reſerueth for his Church. 
Now then, by the aſſiſtaunce of God 
his holy ſpirite , I entend to diſpute | 


hereof without bitternes of minde , 
without tying my ſelfe to any man par- 
ticularly , and alſo without deſier to 
ſcoffe and ſlaunder, ſo that no man ſhall 
be able in trueth to complayne , that! 
haue hurt him, or yet by any meanes 
poſſible , once offended him, Though 
we may in deede, at this day ſee ſome 
men , very hoatly geuen to reprehend, 
ſting and finde fault, whome if a man

etnes ofthe Church, and vtterly vio- 
late charitie and Brotherly loue.

vpon Chriſt , neither yet allow we of 
any other charitie, then of that, where- 
of he is the bond. So that, the princi- 
pall poynt and beginning to preſerue 
charitie, is this, that our fayth remaine 
holy and ſound emongeſt vs. And ouer 
and beſides this, I ſay, that this diſpu- 
tation may very well be decyded with 
out any breach of charitie , if they bring 
with them ſuch eares , asI determine 
to bring a tongue. 
And as for you, right worthy Syr, 
there are many cauſes to induce me to

Ind they whiche 
befoze went from faith to fayth, 
from vertue to vertue, and en⸗ 
toyed: Þ taſte of bleſſednes, wohẽ 
as they beſtowed theimſelues in 
the — — of God : [theſe 
do robbe them of fapth, 'vertue, 
and of. all remembꝛaunce of 
God, and place them in their 
beddes as ſleapheddes, and al- 
together dꝛenched in dꝛowiſi⸗ 
nes. Foz how enterpꝛet they 
this their going on ? Doe ther 
thinke the ſoules go foꝛward in 
perfection, ' whenas they grow 
fat with ſleepe: that they might 
be offered fay:e and fat bekoꝛe 
the face of God, whenas he ſhall 
firm iudgemente 

Surely, if they had but on 
grayne of wiſedome, they would 
not thus grolſely Jumble of the 
ſoule: But looke hoby ſarre the

| dy, When ; 
reth to be loſed from the body, & 
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uen is diſtant fro the earth, 


ſo farre ſeperate they the hea⸗ 


ufly ſoule from the earthly bo⸗ 
S. Paule then deft= 


to be with Chriſt, do they thinke 
it to be likely that he meant to 
ſleape, and foꝛ none other cauſe 
deftred to be with Chꝛiſt? But 
this was namely his deſire be= 
cauſe he was fully aſſured that 
he had another manſio, a houſe 
not made with mans hande, 
whenas the earthly houſe , and

Me⸗ 
uertheleſſe, they pet moyle and 
lay , that paradiſe was foz that 
day ſo pꝛomiſed to the theeke , as 
death was denounced vnto our 
firſt parentes , the ſame day 
that they taſted of the tree of 
knowledge , both of good and 
euil. ut let it be that we graũ⸗ 
ted the this, yet foꝛ all that we 


will dꝛaw this from them a=. 


gaynſt their willes , that the 
theefe was p day delivered out 
of the milery, hereunto Adam 
fell, wherin hetranſgreſſed the 


commaũdemẽc that was E 
un 
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him:and ſo euerlaſting lyfe was 
reſtoꝛed to the theefe. Mozeo= 
uer, when as J ſhall Hereafter 
ſpeake of death, will ſuffici⸗ 
ently declare, as 4 thinke, after 
what ſoꝛt our firſt parents dyed 
the ſame day, in which they e⸗ 
ſtraunged thẽſelues from God. 
And now mult J turne my 
talke to thoſe, who remembꝛing 
the pꝛomiſes of God, doe reſt in 
them with a quiet conſcience. 
And therefo:e , my b:eth:en, let 
not this fayth be ſhaken of from 
you , no not although hell gates 
ſhould lift thẽſelues vp agaynſt 
you , ſeing you haue God foz 
your pledge. who can not deny 
his trueth .

that it is ynough to learne that 
which the holy ghoſt , who as a 
a very good Schoolemaiſter, 
is. contented to teach it: who 
ſayth thus, harken vnto me, and 
thy ſoule ſhall lyue , How wiſe⸗ 
ly is this ſpoke , in reſpect of the 
bayne arrogancy of theſe men? 


The ſoules of the iuſt are in the 


handes of God, and the toꝛment 
of death ſhall not touch them, 
They ſeeme to the eyes of the 
fooiithe to be dead, but they are 


in peace ac. This is the end of 


our wiſedome, which as it is 
ſober and ſubiect bnto God, euen 
ſo allo knoweth it very well 
that they which laboꝛ to goe be⸗ 
pond it, doe fall full lowe.

which foꝛthwith will not yelde 
bnto their erroz . Firſt of all, 
they ſett downe, that God hath 
placed none other ſoule in man, 
but ſuch as is common to all o⸗ 
ther beaſtes , Foz the ſcripture 
attributeth to al equaly,a liuing 
ſoule: as when it is ſayd ;: God 
created the great whales,& euery 
liuing ſoule, alſo, there wet, of all 
fleſh which had any lyfe in it, by 
couples, into the Arke of Noah: 
Ind ſuch other lyke places. Ind 
although the holy ſcriptures- 
had neuer made mention hereof, 
pet are we clearely admoniſhed 
by S. Paule, that this ling 
ſoule differeth nothing fro this 
pꝛeſent lyfe, whereby the body 
receiueth ſtrength and foꝛce.

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Se what he ſayth : That which 


r. Cor. 15. is ſowè in corrupti6,ſhall ryſe a-

Now I confeſſe in deede, 


that the liuing ſoule is not one⸗ 


ly attributed vnto beaſts alone: 
be cauſe they alſo liue: Fo: 
their iyfe is another manner of 
Iyfe, thẽ p lyfe of men The ſoule 
that liueth in man, maketh him 
to haue ſence , wiſedome , rea⸗ 
fon, and vnderſtanding, and the 
ſoule that liueth in bealtes , ge⸗ 
ueth them onely mouing and 
feeling, Seing then it is lo that 
there is reaſon, bnderſkanding, 
and will in the ſoule of man, 
which vertues are not tyed to 
the body : it is no maruell if it 


ſubſiſt without a body, and pea⸗ 


riſheth not lyke the ſoule of the 
beaſtes, whoſe ſoules haue no⸗ 
thing but a bodely feeling. Fo! 
which cauſe, Paule was not a⸗ 
ſhamed, with heathen Poet,

Wtherefo:e then let them now 
as they liſt , communicate vnto

and beaſtes : yet can they not 
hereupou make vnto thẽ ſelues 
a degree , to confound the ſoule 
of man with rhe beaſts. neither 
yet muſt they thꝛuſt that ſaying 
of D. Paule vpon vs, which is 
rather with vs,then againſt vs, 
The firſt man Adam was made 
a liuing ſoule, and the laſt Adam 
a quickening ſpirite , Foz this 
aunſ were was obiected to them

agayne in a farre better mancr, 
then wherein it dyed : And to 
the end thou mighteſt not ſtill 
maruell; how is it poſſible, that 
ma ſhould lyue, without he were 
faſhioned into a liuing ſoule? 
Notwithſtãding, although this 
ſoule moueth, and vpholdeth 
the waite of the body fo2 a tyme, 
pet maketh it not Jmmoz:tall, 
oꝛ inccoꝛruptible. Ind whites 
alſo that it putteth fozth her 
ſtrength, yet is ſhe not able as 
of her ſelfe to doe it, without the 
elpe, of dꝛinke, meate , and 
cape, which are tokens of coꝛ⸗ 
ruption : neither maketh it the 
bodp to abide in a firme & con⸗ 
fant condition , but that it 1s 
enclyned aſſoone to one thing, 
as to another.

(ſayth he) t hat the ſoule liueth ei- 
ther in a carnal or ſpirituall body, 
and yet notwithſtanding it liueth 
not nor is not quickened vntil ſuch 
time as it hath caſt off the corrup- 


tion. But in the ſpirituaii body. 


when it is made a quickening 
ſpirite 
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ſpirite, perfectly cleauing vnto 
the Loꝛd, it is ſo quickened, as 
that it cauſeth the ſpirituall bc= 
dy, to conſume al coꝛruption, and 
not to feare any ſeparation. 
To be ſhozt , albeit J graunt 
bnto them all thinges concer= 
ning a liuing ſoule (vpon which 
titie, as I haue betoꝛe ſayd , J 
ſtand not)yet that ſeat of the J= 
mage of God remayneth whole 
andſound, be it that they terme 
it by the name of ſoule oꝛ ſpirit, 
oꝛ by ſome other title. Neither 
is it a harder matter to rekell 
that ſaying which they bꝛing out 
of the 37. Chapiter of Ezechiell, 
where the Pꝛophet deſcribing 
the oꝛder of the reſurrection, 
calleth the ſpirite from the fourc 
windes, that it might blowe life 
into the dꝛy boanes . Whereupd 
they verily think it a very good 
conſequent that the ſoule ot man 
is none other thing, but a 
mouing power without ſub⸗ 
ſtaunce, which power vaniſheth 
away in death, but is receiued 
agayne in the generall relurre⸗ 

ction. 2 
As ik it were not likewiſe 
latofallfo: me to iuferre = 
the 
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the came manner: to witt, that 
the ſpirite ot God is a winde, oꝛ 
baniſhing —— that E= 
zechiell in the firſt viſto nameth 
winde oꝛ bꝛeath, in ſtead of the 
eternali ſpirite of God. But it 
ſhall be an eaſpe matter foꝛ any 
man without he be too too bloc= 
kiſh, to reſolue this doubt, which 
theſe Gallauntes can neither 
marke no: perceiue, as learned 
and ſharpewitted as they are. 
Foz in both theſe places hath 
bene let dobone the very fame 
thing which the pꝛophets very 
often haue ſet down, who figure 
out ſpirituall thinges , that are 
beyond mans reach and reaſon, 
by coꝛpoꝛall and vilible ſignes. 
Ind therefoze Ezechiell en= 
tended liuely to ſet befoze our 
eyes,as by a viſion liuely pictu= 
red, aſwell the ſpirit of God, as 
alſo the ſpirites of men, and be= 
cauſe the ſame was contrary to 
the ſpirituail nature, he hath 
bozrowed a ſimilitude from coꝛ⸗ 
poꝛall thinges , which was as 
it were an Image oz paterne 
thereof, . | 

The ſecond obtection dohiche 
they make, is this, fo 2

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(ſay they) the ſoule was endued 
with immoztallity,yet notwith⸗ 
ſtanding becauſe it ſinned , it 
hath th:ough that ſinne loſt her 
ummoꝛtality. Ind this puniſh- 
ment was o2dayned fo2 ſinne, 
and denounced to our firſt Pa⸗ 
rents, where it is ſayd, You thall 
dye the death. And S. Paule 
ſayth, That death is the reward of 
ſinne . The pꝛophet allo cryeth 
out and ſayth , 1 hat the Soule 
which ſinneth thall dye. And 


theſe and ſuch other like places 


thele dzowlp ſleapers alleadge 
fo: that purpoſe. But in the firſt 
lace J aſke them, was not the 
euill alſo payd with the ſame 
reward fo: ſinne: 
And yet foꝛ all that he is not 
ſo dead, but that he waketh cõ⸗ 
tinually , compaſſing here and 
there, ſeeking whom he may de⸗ 
uour, ſtill buſiyng hunſelfe e⸗ 
mougelk the childꝛen of vnbelief, 
Mozcouer, J aſke them, whe= 


ther this death ſhall haue an 
end oꝛ not? 3f there be no end 


thereof (as in deede they muſt 
needes fo confeſſe ) theſe then, 
howſocuer they are dead, {hall 
feele notwithſtanding — 

ing 
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ſting hell fire, and the woꝛme 
which neuer dyeth. Theſe thin 
ges therefo:e playnely ſhew vs, 
that although the ſoule be dead, 
yet it is immoꝛtall, whiche wee 
aunt them, and ſay that it fee= 
eth both good and euil:and that 
this death is an other manner 
of thing then that wohiche they 
would haue, to witt, p it ſhould 
turne to nothing, 

Neither haue the ſcriptures 
koꝛgotten this, and that they 
ſhould haue found, ik they had be= 
ſtowe d their minde, and appli⸗ 
ed their wit vnto them, rather 
then arogatly, and after a pꝛoud 
maner , to ſtand to that whiche 
their dꝛunken ſleapy bꝛayn hath 


told them. Foz ohen God p20= 


nounceth this ſentence agaynſt a 
ſinnetul man and ſayth, thou art 
duſt, and into duſt ſhalt returne, 
to wit, ſayth he any other thing. 


but that that which is taken 4 


framed out of the earth, ſhall re⸗ 
turne vnto the earth? Ind what 


becommeth then J beleech vou 


of the ſoule ? Goeth it into the 
raue, to become rotten a ſtinc⸗ 
ing? But we will handle thele 


thinges hereafter a lit tie moze

turne vnto the earth: But the 
thing which is duſt, ſhall return 
into duſt. 
And the thing that was made 
ofthe llime of the earth, is thys 
duſt. It is that fozſooth that 
thall returne into duſt, and not 
the ſoule, which God gaue vnto 
man, as a thing taken from els 
where, thẽ from the earth. After 
this ſoꝛt we read in the booke of 
ob, Remember O Lord , that 
ou haſt made me as the clay, and 
wilt thou turne me into duſt a- 
gayne? He ſpeaketh there of the 
Body: and a litle after he ſpea⸗ 
keth ot the ſoule and ſayth, thou 
haſt geuẽ me life and grace, and 
thy vilytation hath pꝛelerued 
my ſpirit. 
And therfoꝛe this life ſhall not 
turne into duſt. Foz the death of 
the ſoule is farre otherwiſe, to 


the 
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the burdeu whereof the pooze 
ſoule is no way able to beare, 
but muſt be vtterly confounded, 
and deſtroyed : as by the ſcrip⸗ 
tures we are — , Eas they 
whom God hath liuely touched, 
haue by experience moſt feare= 
fully felt . And to the end we 
might beginne at Adam, who 
firit obtayned this gentle re= 
ward, let vs ſomewhat conſider 
what hart he had, oꝛ to ſpeake 
moze pzoperly, what was in hum 
at all, whenas he heard this 
terrible boyce, Adam, where art 
thou? 
This is a thing eaſelier 
thought ot, thẽ ſpoken. Although 
in very deed a mã can not think 
of it, except he eftſoonnes ſeeleth 
the ſame. And like as the migh⸗ 
tyneſſe and excellẽ cy of the Ma⸗ 
ieſty of God can not in woꝛdes 
be expꝛeſſed: ſo alſo can not the 
terriblenes of his voꝛath be de= 
clared , hoo greuous it is to 
thole , vpon whome it lighteth. 
Foꝛ they very wel ſee the anger 
of God, and becauſe they would 
auoyde it, they are ready euen 
to plounge thẽſelues ouer head 


and eares in a thouſand bottom⸗ 
leſſe 
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leſſe depthes : and pet are no 
way able to eſcape it. Ind who 
is he that will not graunt this 
to be a death in deede : Igayne 

ſay, that a few woꝛdes will 
erue them, who haue bene ſea⸗ 


red with the hoate pꝛon of con⸗

ſcience, | 

And therfo:e- let them which 
haue not had experience thereof, 
heare what the ſcriptures ſay, 
whenas it is ſayd, Our God is a 
conſuming fier, ho whe he ſpea- 
keth in iudgement, killeth . Ind 
luch one knew they him to bee, 
which ſapde, Let not the Lorde 
ſpcake vnto vs, for feare we dye. 
Milt thou then knowe what 
the death of the ſoule is? It is 
euen this, whenas it is without 
God, and that he foꝛſaketh it, 4 
leaueth it vnto her ſelf, Foz ſince 
God is the light thereok, ſhe lo⸗ 
ſeth her life, whenas ſhe loſeth 
his pꝛeſence. 

Ind to þ end we might ſhewe 
that by particularttyes , whiche 
haue bene ſayd in generall: ſince 
it is ſo that there is no light 
without God, which lighteneth 
our night: tt is moſt certayne 5 
the ſoule being buried in her 
darckneſſes 
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darckeneſſes, muſt needes be 
blinde. Ind then is ſhe domb, ſe⸗ 
ing ſhe cannot conteſſe that vnto 
ſaluation, which ſhe beleued to 
righteouſneſſe. Deafe allo the is 
becauſe ſhe heareth not this liue 
ly voyce . Lame likewile the is, 
and that which is woꝛſſe, the is 
not able to ſtand vpꝛight, when 
as ſhee hath not to whome thee 
may ſay , thou haſt held me by 5 
right hand, and guided me ac= 


cozding to thy will: and finallye 


the doth nothing wherein is life, 
Foz, heare what the Pꝛophet 


ſayth,whenas he will ſhew that 3 


the ſpꝛing and fountayne of iyfe 
wholy reſteth in God: ,Learne 
where is wilcdome , where is 
ſtrength, where is vnderſtanding: 
that thou mayſt alſo knowe from 
whence commeth long continu- 
aunce, & life, and where the light 
of the eyes, and peace is. 

Mhat wouldeſt thou els moꝛe 
deſire to come vnto death ? And 
to the end we ſhoulde not here

But to ſpeake all in a woꝛd, 


S. Paul ſpeaketh of þ widdow

Fo: although the ſoule keepeth 
her vnderſtanding, yet ts a gilty 
conicience as it were a verye 


blockiſh and vnkeeling

foz all that it is farre of that 
the death which Chꝛiſt dyed foꝛ 
vs, is ſuch one. Fo: he hath ac= 
compliſhed by his death, what= 
ſoeuer the pꝛophets haue pꝛo⸗ 
miſed of his victoꝛy agavnſt 
death. Foz: thus haue the pꝛo⸗

med! And ſo, he handleth none 
other thing in many Chapiters 
of the Epiſtle to the Rom. But 
playnely declareth that ſinne is 
wholy aboliſhed , becauſe it hath 
no longer dominis ouer the faith- 
full Wherefore if the lawe hath has 
power oucr ſinne, what other 
thing then do our ſleapers wha 
kill thoſe p hue in Jeſus Chꝛiſt, 
but dꝛaw them into the curſſe of 
the law, which is cleane dead? 
Ind thereloꝛe the Apoſtle boldly 
ſapth, that there is no condemna- 
tion with them that are in Ieſus 
Chriſt, who vvalke not after the 
leſh but after the ſpirite. | 
Durely they pꝛonounce a 

fearefull ſentence agaynſt thoſe 
whom S. Paule freely acqui= 
teth of condemnation, wohenas 
they ſap , ve ſhall dye the death.

The third thing which they 
alleadge, is that which they fo 
often ſpeake of thoſe which are 
dead, to witt: That they ſleape. 
à sit is ſapd of S. Stephen: 
That he ſleapt in the Lord. Lyke= 
wiſe Lazarus, our friend flea- 
peth: Alſo, ſorrow not for them 
thatlleape, And this ſaping is 
ſo often repeated in the bookes 
of the kinges , as that a man 
ſhall ſcarcely finde any ph:aſe of 
the ſcripture moꝛe familpar and 
common. But chtekely & aboue 
all, they vꝛge and make a great 
reckoning of the ſaying in the 
booke of Job, where it is ſayd: 
There is hope of a tree if it be cut 
dovvne, that it will yet ſproute, 
and the braunches thereof ſpring, 
but when a man is dead, What is 
become of him? As the waters 

aſſe fro the ſea, and as the flood 
decayeth and dryeth vp, cuen ſo 
a man after he be a ſleape, ryſcth 
not agayne, neither ſhall he wake 
ont of his ſleape, vntill ſuch tyme 
as the heauen be not. 

Now, if we beleue that the 
ſoules ſleape, becauſe that death 
is called a fleape ; In = firſt 

ce. 
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place, the ſoule of Jeſus Chꝛiſt 
was poſſeſſed with the very 
ſame ſleape. Foz Dauid ſo ſpea⸗ 
keth of him ſelfe: l layd me down 
and ſleapt, and roſe vp agayne, 
for the Lord ſuſteyned me. 

His enemies allo vled this 
wicked (peach towardes hun; 
Shall he that fleapeth , riſe any 
more agayne-? Wherefo:e , if 
it bee not lawfull to thinke fo 
baſelp, and vily of the ſoule of 
chꝛiſt( as heretofo:e hath large= 
ly bene handeled ) we ought not 
to ſtand in doubt, that the ſcrip= 
ture had onely regard vnto the

when thou heareſt it ſayd that a 
wicked man ſleapeth, thinke 
thou not once of the ſleape of the 
foute', which can not haue a 
woꝛſe ha n to tozment and 
vexe it, then an ul and guilty 
conſcience , what becommeth 
then of this dꝛeamer oz fleaper, 
who is thus vexed and diſtreſ⸗ 
Tyiah, 57 ſed ? For the wicked are lyke vnto 
ver. 20, 21. the raging ſea , which can not 
calme it ſelfe when it luſteth, 
whoſe flowing ſurges, caſt yp filth 
and ſtinking badgage: There is no 
un fap the Loꝛd, vnto the 


d my God lighten mine 
eyes that I ſleape not in death. 
Thus we lee that the bottom⸗ 
les depth of heil, Holdeth w2et=- 
ched man beſieged: and the ſtrẽ⸗ 
ath of ſinne toꝛmẽteth him: and 

bet he ſleapeth, vea he doth 
moe then fieape , becauſe he 
abideth all theſe thinges. 
Ind thcrefo:e the 5

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and ignoꝛaunt fondlinges, muſk 
be (et agayne to their A. B. C, 
ſeing they haue not as yet lear⸗ 
ned, that part, is ſometyinys ta⸗ 
ken foꝛ the whole: and ſome⸗ 
tunes þ whole foz parte, which 
figure, is fo oftentumes vſed in 
the ſcriptures.

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The pꝛophet likewiſe teacheth 
vs eue the very ſelfe ſame thing 
tho meaning to deſcribe the dc= 
ſtruction of Nebuchadnezer, ſaith 


after this maner: The whole 
world is at reſt, and is quiet: The 


frre trees allo reioyced of thee, 
and the Cedars of Lybanon , ſay⸗ 
ing:Since thou ſleapſt, none hath 


ryten vp to come agaynſt vs. And 


anon after, it is ſayd $ All the 
kings of the nations, cuen they all 


ſleape in glory, eucry one in bis 
owne houſe: but thou art caſt out 


of thy graue. All which thinges 


are ſpoken ofa dead body : ſo 
that to ſleape is to be lapd down 
as they are which ſleape, who are 
layd vpon the earth. The very 
bacfeane Poets were able to geue 
inſtructions of this manner of 


ſpeaking. And therefoze haue 


in the oide tyme, called the 
place which was opnted to 
burye the dead, a Churchpard, 
which fgnifieth aſmuch as a 
doꝛture, 02 a place of ſleape and 
reſt. Not meaning thereby that 
the ſoules were there layd , to 
reaſt them ſelues, but the dead 
bodies. TX truſt now by this
